Sth Rifle Regt Barracks in Timisoara: 


a. The barracks are in the northern section of ; 
the lst City District (city center), with the main 
entrance at 2 Marasesti Square. 


b. The three-story main building is about 60 meters 
long. A timber yard with rennants of the old 
fortress wall is west of the main building with the 
main gate to the barracks yard to the east. The 
gate was guarded by a Soviet sentry wearing black 
epeulets and armed with a submachine gun. Other 
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barracks buildings, tha so-called "winter quarters", 
are behind the large barracks yard, which is sb out 
400 meters squara and borders on Marasssti stuure 
and ifalenkow Street (formerly Churehall and Lenau 
Strests).

It is not known whether the troops who recently 
arrived in Timisomra telonged to the mentioned unit 
wiich is assumd to be stationed in the Banat. 


Tre observation of some of the troops bivouacking 
beside their tanks and moter vehicles indicates that 
the barrecks were either occupied to capacity or 
that the troops stayed in Timisoara only temporarily. 
As all information was Supplied by only ons source, 
thus cutting out the possibility of compsrison, 

the report is forwarded with reservation. 
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
